1th, 1962, that Bonaparte, tho great First 
Kunsul, promulgated a now law of the 
Republic, creating a republican honour, 
and on the 27th of the same month 
it became law, Men aud women 
wero alike privileged to receive the reward 
cof murit fur serviess to the State, to religion, 
to literature, science, and art. Among the 
tirst recipients, of the honour were vivan- 
diores who had, white under fire, auceoured 
the French soldiers on the battlefield. Of 
lato yeure groat recognition has been given 
to eduortimniats and to nick nureing, tho 
lattor having taken the place once given 10 
tho vivandiyroa now no longer in existapes. 


Whon tho Commune burnt the Hotel de 
Ville many «f tho records of the Ordor were 
destrsyed, and it ia doubtful if a correct 
list could be found snywhoro else of tho 
carly recipionta, Last year Madame 
Funtanges, a vory distinguished Freneh 
author, took up the collection of women’s 
names, so far as was posaibla, and har book, 
with names, datea, and portraita, is most 
valuable contribution to her national 
history.
